REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


TO THE MODERATOR AND THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


In our 1988 report we said "It is our approach that operating 
budgets must be funded by the resources generated from taxation, 
state aid and local receipts. It is not sound financial practice 
to utilize so called “free cash" to fund operating budgets. This 
causes the operating base to increase beyond the Town's capacity 
to raise taxes.....If services are to be maintained at the level 
to which the citizenry has become accustomed, new or increased 
revenue sources will be required. 


In 1989 we have seen state aid cut by almost $200,000; we have 
seen an economy slow down to the point where we are close to a 
recession; and we are anticipating further cuts in state aid 
brought about by the fiscal crisis that pervades the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Locally, we voted at a special town meeting to 
use over $500,000 of "free cash" to support the Fiscal ‘90 
operating budgets. This was a short sighted solution to a current 


problem. Guess what? The problem resurfaces in Fiscal '91. We 
have a current operating budget that is at least $600,000 over our 
ability to generate revenues. We have to choose between two 


alternatives - reduced spending or an override of Proposition 
? oe & pe ie 


Our approach is to present the Town Meeting a balanced budget. 
It will call for deep spending cuts. We are not optimistic about 
any effort to override 2 1/2. We understand that many departments 
will be adversely affected, however the message we have received 
from the community is that blood must be seen before any attempt 
at an override can stand a chance of being successful, especially 
in these uncertain times of fiscal upheaval within’ the 
Commonwealth.

The Director's term of office shall 
be for three (3) years. The Director shall be subject to removal 
by the Selectmen after notice and hearing.

(kK) to advise the Selectmen and Finance Committee on 
financial matters and policies; 

(1) to administer the department; and 

(m) to perform such other duties as prescribed by law. 


Section 6. Books and Records 


The Director shall maintain books and records in such detail 
as may be necessary for the operation of his Department and to 
permit analysis and report to the Selectmen and the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 


Section 7. Receipts 


No Town department shall receive any money on behalf of the 
Town unless authorized to do so by the Director. 


Section 8. Supervision of Accounts of Departments 


The Director shall have general supervision of the accounts 
kept by Town departments and shall require such department to keep 
such accounts as may be necessary in such form as he shall 
prescribe. 


Section 9. Annual Report 


The Director shall provide an annual report including an 
annual financial statement to the Selectmen; such report shall 
contain departmental statistics and other information relative to 
department operations for the immediately preceding fiscal year, 
beginning July 1 of the preceding year and ending June 30. 


Section 10. Coordination of Activities 

The Director shall coordinate his activities with the Town 
Administrative Assistant and shall cooperate with him in his 
function as the administrative agent of the Selectmen. 
Section 11. Oversight of Assessing Activities 

The Director shall exercise oversight over the administration 
of the assessing function of the Town, and the director shall 


coordinate such function with the other finance activities under 
his jurisdiction.

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1989 ANNUAL REPORT - BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


TO THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


The most pressing issue of 1989 for the Town and your Board 
has been the reduction in state aid and the uncertainty of current 
and future funding. This alarming situation has directed much of 
our effort toward minimizing the impact it has on Hadley in Fiscal 
Years 1990 and 1991. 

Through coordination by full-time Administrative Assistant 
Roberta Crosbie, hired in August, we have taken several steps to 
increase revenues, including: assertive action to collect 
delinquent taxes, resulting in more than $250,000 in additional 
revenue; identifying other uncollected bills and getting billing 
back on schedule; coordinating a Town-wide effort to adjust fees 
to cover costs, resulting in more than $12,000 in additional 
revenue; and reviewing old appropriations and articles to turn over 
balances to the general fund, resulting in more than $27,000 going 
back into the general fund. These efforts are ongoing in 1990 and 
several articles in the 1990 Town Meeting Warrant are continuations 
of these actions. 

While state funding dropped, service needs and reporting 
requirements increased. With a full-time Administrative Assistant, 
the numerous reports required by state and federal agencies, 
insurance companies and others, are handled within required 
timelines and corrective action taken. The Administrative 
Assistant is also a centralized information source for the public, 
responding to questions and concerns on a daily basis. 
Additionally, the Administrative Assistant has regularly assisted 
Town officials, including the Council on Aging, the Sewer 
Commission and the Board of Health, with the often complex matter 
which arise. 

With this professional assistance, we have carried several 
important projects forward. We have installed a modern telephone 
system in Town Hall, resulting in better communication among 
offices and easier access for citizens. Calls from the public can 
now be transferred to the appropriate office without having to hang 
up and dial another number. 

Design work on Moody Bridge has been completed with plans for 
construction in Spring 1990. The aquifer acquisition project has 
progressed to the final stages, with acquisition scheduled for 
early 1990. A purchasing policy has been established to monitor 
purchases and control costs, and to comply with complex state laws. 
The Board was successful in getting the state to move forward on 
a project to install a traffic signal, using federal and state 
funds for construction, at the intersection of North Maple Street 
and Rocky Hill Road. To accelerate the project, the Town will use 
Chapter 90 monies for design work, which should be underway in mid 
1990. Significant progress has been made in more fully utilizing 
computers, and increasing computer capability in Town offices. In 
response to the pressures of growth and increasing levels of 
traffic along Route 9, the state formed an advisory committee to 
identify specific issues and make recommendations. Chairman Noreen 
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Ciaglo, as Hadley's representative, has been very active in this 
committee. 

Despite the urgency of responding to reduced aid, in 1989 the 
Board was able to focus on some long-term goals. At a goal-setting 
session in the fall, the Board identified three long-term goals. 
The first goal, creating a finance department to consolidate 
financial operations was placed on the 1990 Town election ballot 
for consideration by the voters. If passed, this will result in 
a more cost-effective, coordinated and professional approach to 
handling Town finances. The recent state budget problems have 
underscored the need for the Town to become more adept at finances. 

The second goal, to develop a classification and compensation 
plan for Town employees, would standardize personnel practices in 
Town, making the system equitable for employees while managing 
personnel costs. Work on this process has begun and will continue 
through 1990. For the first time, all newly hired employees are 
working under job descriptions. 

The third goal, consolidating public work functions, would 
make more efficient use of personnel, equipment and resources, and 
Provide more day to day oversight. This goal grew out of the 
recommendations of the 1988 Organization Study performed by the 
Massachusetts Municipal Management Association Consulting’ Group. 
The Board will begin discussion with the Sewer Commission to look 
at the benefits of consolidation. 

In our capacity as Water Commissioners, the Board has set a 
goal of making the Water Department entirely self-funding in the 
next two to three years. This approach, where user fees cover the 
cost of operations, will eliminate any subsidy from taxpayers who 
are not on the system. As mandated water treatment and testing 
costs increase, the cost for providing water, as with all 
commodities, is expected to increase. Moreover, as state aid is 
reduced, it is important that we use property tax revenues to fund 
those services which benefit all taxpayers, such as education, 
roads and public safety. 

There are many challenges facing Hadley and its citizens in 
the coming year, including reduced state aid, increased service 
needs, growth pressures and uncertain economic conditions. Meeting 
these challenges will require the cooperation, understanding and 
patience of all involved. We thank you in advance for your help 
and support as we face these challenges, and we thank the 
officials, employees and citizens who have given their time and 
best efforts to Hadley in the past year. We want to make Sure we 
give you the best possible service for each of your tax dollars.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


The Town created their first Industrial Park this past year 
by rezoning 78 acres on North Maple Street for the Westmass 
Development Corporation. Westmass is now in the planning stages 
for the layout, etc. of the parcel and hopes to present some plans 
to the Planning Board later in 1990. 


Other activities of the Planning Board have been steady 
regarding Site Plan Approvals, with most applications for new 
buildings under 10,000 square feet. Two new applications for 
residential subdivisions were received last year for a total of 
approximately 14 building lots, and one other’ residential 
subdivision of 12 building lots was approved. The slowdown in 
building activity reflects the area's overall slowing in new 
residential construction. The Board feels with zoning controls 
enacted over the past several years to regulate residential growth 
that the Town is not as vulnerable to uncontrolled growth as it was 
3 to 4 years ago.

May 4, 1989 


The meeting was called to order at 7:40 p.m. by the Moderator when 649 voters 
had been checked in, more than the required 100 quorum. 


Article 2. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen to borrow monev from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning July 1. 1989, in accordance with the provisions 
of General Laws. Chanter 44, Section 4. and to issue a note or notes therefore, 
pavable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as mav be civen for a period 
of less than one year in accordance with General Laws. chapter 44, section 17. 


Article 3. Voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell and convev by 
proper deeds in the name of the Town any land owned bv or in control of the Town. 


Article 4, Moved bv A. Edwin Putnam and seconded by Michael Pequignot that 
the town vote to raise and appropriate such sums of monev as shall be necessary 
to defray the current expenses and charges of the financial year, includino debt 
and interest. and to fix the salary and compensation of all elected officials of 
the Town as provided for bv Chapter 41, section 108 of the General Laws as amended, 
includine, if appropriate: Moderator. SElectmen, Town Clerk,Town Collector. Town 
Treasurer. Assessors. Town Constables. Board of Health, Elector under the Oliver 
Smith Will. Sewer Commission. Plannine Board, and Park Commission, and to provide 
for a reserve fund for the current financial year. 


Moved by Joanna P. Devine to amend Article 4. Item 3, Other Salaries and 
Expense bv deleting the amount of $16.500 from that line item to be applied as 
follows: 


$11,120.00 to be added to Article 4. Item 7, Town Treasurer, Other Salaries and 
Expense 


$2475.00 to be added to Article 4. Item 10. Town Clerk, Other Salaries and 
Expense 


$2905.00 to be added to the Election and Registration account. 

Motion was seconded. The amendment passed bv maioritv vote. 

MOtion was made bv Philip S. Mokrzecki to cut the Admin. Assistants Salary & 
Exp. from $41,000 to $27,000. Motion was seconded. The amendment passed by 
majoritv vote. 

Items 1 - 6, as,amended, passed bv unanimous vote. Items 7 - 13 passed bv 
majoritv vote. Items 14-21, passed bv unanimous vote. Item 22 passed bv unanimous 
vote. Items 23 - 33 passed bv unanimous vote. 

Article 5. Voted to authorize the Board of Selectm2n to apnly for Massachusetts 
Small Cities Program grants or monies. or any other Federal or State grants or 


monies. and to expend any monies received as set forth in the appropriate application. 


Article 6, Voted to have the followine auestion placed upon the official 
ballot for the 1990 Annual Town Election: 


"Shall this town continue to be a member of the Pioneer Valley Regional Transit 
Authoritv?" 
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Article 7. Voted to transfer from Free Cash the sum of $3000 to reimburse 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the Town's share of a pension or retirement 
allowance paid to a widow of a veteran bv the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
the fiscal year commencine on July 1, 1989, as reauired bv and comnuted under the 
provisions of Chapter 32, Section 59A of the General Laws. 


Article 8. Voted to amend the Zoning Bylaws and Map incornorated therein 
of the Town of Hadley bv rezoning certain land situated on the northerly side of 
Russell Street (also known as State Route 9) between North Maple Street and State 
Route 116 that is not presentlv in an Industrial District to be within an Industrial 
District. said land consisting of two parcels containine 77.81 acares. more or less, 
and described under Article 8 of the Warrant for the May 4. 1989 annual town meetine. 


The vote was: For. 477. Against. 153. The article passed. 
(Approved by the Attorney General on Julv 5. 1989) 


Article 9. Failed to amend the Hadley Zoning Bylaws. Section III-C. Business 
District by adding a new subsection Section IIJI-C 3. Prohibited Uses, which will 
read as follows: In limitation of the above. the following uses are not permitted 
in the Business District; Convenience stores. shopping centers over 50.000 sq. ft., 
automotive service station, drive-in theater. commercial radio-microwave or TV 
tower, self-storage units, junkyards, auto dismantling or used parts yard, drive-in 
or fast food restaurants, motel or hotel and commercial car wash. 


Article 10. Withdrawn to vote to amend the Hadlev Zoning Bvlaws bv amending 
Section III-C(1)-3. Uses not permitted in the Limited Business District. by 
adding the following as not allowed in this district; convenience stores, discount 
stores, wholesale stores, shopping centers, drive-in or fast food restaurant, 
trucking or bus terminals. motel or hotel, commercial radio-microwave or TV tower, 
commercial car wash. self-storage unit. 


Article 11. Voted to amend the Hadlev Zonine Bvlaw Section VII: SITE PLAN 
APPROVAL, bv revlacine the existine section with an entirely new section titled: 
COMMERCIAL SITE PLAN APPROVAL, as on file with the Hadlev Town Clerk. Changes 
include allowing the Plannine Board to waive certain reauirements and projects, 
and addine a more specific review process and procedures, and other changes. 
Standards for review, 1000 sa. ft. and exemptions from Site Plan Approval, have 
not been changed. A copy of the proposed bvlaw is on file with the Hadlev Town 
Clerk and may be viewed durine normal business hours in that office. 


The vote on the article was: For. 146. No, 68. The article passed by 
two votes. 


(Approved bv the Attorney General on July 5, 1989 with the exception that 
the words "all exterior building facades shall be faced with wood or metal or vinyl 
clapboards or stone or brick. and treatment shall be compatible on all four sides" 
are stricken from Section VIII. H.4.(a) of article 11. In addition, the words 
"the time required to pursue and await determination of a judicial appeal pursuant 
to chapter 40A of the General Laws shall be included within the one (1) year time 
limit" are stricken from Section VIII. 1.2. of article 11.)

Fiscal Year 1990 Pro Forma Recapulation was approved by the 
Department of Revenue on September 20th 1989, thus allowing the 
Town to send estimated tax bills, actual tax bills will be sent 
after the completion of the 100% revaluation being performed by 
M.M.C., Inc. of Chelmsford, Massachusetts and the certification by 
the Department of Revenue. 


With the completion of the revaluation the Towns new computer 
software valuation system will be installed and operational. 


Real estate sales and deed transfers are updated as soon as 
the Assessors receive them from the Hampshire County Registry of 
Deeds. 


Automobile excise tax billings are turned over to the 
collector upon receipt from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
collection. 


The Assessors have developed a billing system for Recreational 
Vehicles excise tax which will be billed for the first time in 
Fiscal Year 1990. 


We are in the process of hiring the Towns first Assistant 
Assessor. 


It has been our intent to update and maintain an 
efficient assessing office for the citizens of Hadley. We feel, 
as a board, that we have maintained an efficient well staffed 
assessing office during the year. 


The Assessors Office remains open weekdays from 9:00 a.m. to 
1:00 p.m. and has Tuesday evening hours from 7:30 p.m. to 9:00 p.m.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AND WATER DEPARTMENTS 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


The following projects were undertaken and completed by the 
Highway and Water Departments in 1989. 


Using Chapter 90, funding contract #15, the following roads 
were resurfaced: North Hadley Road, a short section of 
Stockbridge Road from Rt 47 to Hartmen's, and Rocky Hill Road 
from East Street to Rt 47. Also under Chapter 90, a crack 
sealing program was started which should increase the life of the 
road surface an additional 2 tto 4 years before it needs to be 
overlaid with blacktop. East Street and a section of Bay Road 
were subjected to this treatment program, which needs to be 
ongoing. 


Also under this funding, design and development of bids for 
the Moody Bridge box culvert was approved. Bids were opened and 
awarded in December with construction to begin in the spring, 
replacing the old bridge which is. no longer safe for traffic 
because of deterioration of the abutments. 


The General Highway account was used to improve roads and 
drainage. - Financial support from the American Legion 
organization was used to oil and stone the Legion parking lot for 
the betterment of the Town. Chmura Road and Newton Lane were 
oiled and stoned. A _ total of 500 feet of berm was installed: 
300 feet at the intersection of Knightly Road and Roosevelt 
Street, and 200 feet on Rocky Hill Road by Laurana Drive. 


Various catch basins were repaired at the following 
intersections: Bay road and Moody Bridge, Stockwell Road and Mt 
Warner Road, West Street at Rt 9, and Goffe Street and Rt 9. A 
catch basin and 60 feet of drainage pipe was installed on North 
Maple Street to eliminate a drainage problem. This account was 
also used for shaving of high shoulders in the _ following 
locations to ease drainage ponding areas: Huntington Road, Mill 
Valley Road, South Maple Street and Campus Plaza _ Road. Along 
with School Department funding, 300 feet of 12 inch drainage pipe 
and a catch basin were installed at the Hopkins Academy, thus 
eliminating a large frost heave and correcting a drainage problem 
that has existed for many years. 


Painting of lines in the Hopkins Academy parking lot was 
taken out of the General Highway account. Also the’ following 
maintenance of roads was undertaken: patching of potholes, 
painting of white and yellow lines, street sweeping, plowing of 
roads and sidewalks, sanding of roadways, installing snow fences, 
shimming roads with blacktop in bad locations, grading dirt roads 
and repairing edges on Cross Path Road due to the increased 
traffic flow. 
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The Forestry and Dutch Elm accounts were used for removal of 


24 dead trees. Western Massachusetts Electric Co. cut an 
additional 3 trees at no charge to the town due to the proximity 
of electric lines. Trees were trimmed on Middle Street, 


Huntington Road and Mill Valley Road by the Highway Department 
personnel. Young maple and beech trees were planted where others 
were removed. Various wind storms caused large branches to fall 
throughout the town and had to be removed by the department. On 
French Street a tree fell, taking power lines and blocking the 
road. 


The Ditch and Dike account was used for the digging of 
several ditches with the town's equipment, including Rocky Hill 
Road, Mt Warner Road, Farm Lane, Sunrise Drive and behind 
Woodlawn Road which had to be dug by hand. Brush along the dike 
was cut and the dike was inspected for woodchuck holes and bombed 
if needed. 


The Bridge account was used for repairing bridges and guard 
rails. Brush was removed from the Mt Warner Road bridge to 
increase visibility. The wooden guard rail on Cross Path Road 
was replaced, as were panels on the North Hadley bridge. During 
a biennial inspection of town-owned bridges by the _ state 
Department of Public Works, Bridge Department, the old bridge on 
North Maple Street was found to be unsafe and will have to be 
removed, hopefully in early 1990. 


The Road Machinery account was used for maintenance on all 
Highway and Water vehicles. With Town Meeting approval, a new 
dump truck was received and bids were opened for a new one-ton 
truck which will greatly increase the flexibility of these two 
departments. This new truck will also be used for plowing snow. 
The John Deere loader was sent out for repairs to add to the life 
expectancy of the machine. The old backhoe was sold. 


The Water Department completed several projects. The Mt 
Holyoke water tanks were drained, inspected, cleaned and 
refilled. Pump testing was completed on the #1 Mt Warner Well to 
determine the capacity of that well. Further studies, together 
with the possible cleaning of the screens, may have to be 
accomplished in the near future. A new water service for the 
Goodwin Memorial Library was installed. The galvanized service 
line originally there was leaking. The new service is also used 
for St. John's Church. 


General Maintenance included fire hydrant inspections for 
freezing, painting the hydrants, flushing water lines, reading 
and repairing of water meters. A major water break on Chmura 
Road was repaired. A rented machine was used in the repairing of 
a 8 inch water pipe break at the intersection of Rt 9 and North 
Maple Street. A fire hydrant at the intersection of Stockbridge 
Road and Rt 47 was removed from the middle of the intersection, 
relocated to the side of the road and replaced with a breakable 
flange type for traffic safety. 
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A total of 13 new water services were tapped/installed for 
new construction by the Water Department personnel. 


Monthly water sampling was performed. 


The Mt Warner wells pumped a total of 267,177,600 gallons of 
water to the town for use. 


A Backflow Prevention program mandated by the _ state 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) is in development 
and is required to be implemented by 01 June, 1990. 


Again, I would like to thank the residents of Hadley for 
approving articles and budgets. I also want to thank the Highway 
and Water Department personnel for their dedicated service in 
making 1989 a productive year.

State Aided Housing Program 
The Authority currently operates one state-aided housing 


program, a 667-1 project consisting of 40 units of housing for the 
elderly located at Golden Court Apartments. 


Status of Project 705-1 In Development 


The Executive Office of Communities and Development approved 
its funding to the Hadley Housing Authority for the design and 
construction of 12 family housing units to be located at Golden 
Court Apartments on property owned by the Housing Authority. 
Having solicited bids for the design services, the architectural 
firm of Davies and Bibbins, Inc. of Cambridge, MA was selected. 
The project is now in the bidding stage and will consist of six 
duplexes. The twelve units will all be three bedroom apartments. 
One apartment will be a single story barrier-free unit for the 
handicapped. The completion date for the project is set for 
November 1990. : 


Status of Modernization Program 
The Hadley Housing Authority was notified of a $67,310.00 


grant from EOCD for modernization to the Golden Court Apartments 
to include the addition of insulated glass for all kitchen windows 
and the renovation of all kitchen cabinets and counter tops. After 
soliciting bids for design services, the architectural firm of 
Kitchell and Austin of Amherst, MA was hired.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY AND THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


It is with pleasure that I, herewith, submit my fifth Annual 
Report as Superintendent of Schools. 


My report to you last year dealt mainly with our inadequate 
facilities at the elementary level. Since the report, several 
important things have happened. The Elementary Building Needs 
Committee submitted their final report to the School Committee. 
Two of their recommendations include: 


+ Begin immediate steps to appoint a School Building Committee. 
+ Join with other Town officials to research all possibilities 
for land acquisition for future school building needs. 


As a result of the Committee's findings and recommendations 
the School Committee sponsored two Articles at the Annual Town 
Meeting. Both Articles, which instructed the Board of Selectmen 
to appoint an Elementary School Building Committee and a Land 
Acquisition Committee, were approved. 


These Committees have been meeting since August. The Building 
Committee and the School Committee have voted to construct a new 
elementary school with a grade structure of Pre K-6 and also voted 
the educational specifications for the new facility. In mid- 
January of 1990, the School Committee and Building Committee will 
meet with officials from the State Department of Education in a 
Building Needs Conference. 


The Land Acquisition Committee, in its study, has been looking 
into satisfying the needs not only of the School Department but 
that of the Police and Fire Departments, as well. 


It is hoped that, early in 1990, a Special Town Meeting will 
be held to ask the Community of Hadley to support the purchase of 
land and monies for preliminary planning and site survey for a new 
elementary school. Following this phase, authorization will be 
sought from the Town Meeting to complete final drawings and 
specifications and monies to construct the new elementary school. 


As of this writing, our elementary enrollment, grades K-6, has 
reached the state's high projection enrollment for the ‘'90-'91 
school year. There is a very real need for a new elementary school 
based on overcrowding, age of the existing schools’ and 
inappropriate educational environment of some programs. 


It is appropriate to acknowledge the time and effort the 
members of the Building Committee have thus far spent and to thank 
them. John Silvestro, Chairman, Carol Trane, Vice-Chairman, Jane 
Wagenbach Booth, Secretary, Greg Mish, Treasurer, Jean Armstrong, 
Margaret Freeman, James Maksimoski, Tim Neyhart, Mike Pequignot, 
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Margie Strauss, Dick Swaluk, Elaine Tudryn and Elizabeth Fil 
Vachula. 


With the appropriation and approval at the Annual Town 
Meeting, the third phase of our roof projects was undertaken for 
a portion of Hopkins Academy. The project was substantially 
completed in the late fall. A Hyplon Roofing System replaced the 
built up felt system over most of the lower roofs at Hopkins. Over 
the past three years, roofing projects have been completed at 
Hooker, Russell and, now, Hopkins. 


Two other major maintenance and replacement projects were 
completed during 1989. A new Special Education bus was purchased 
and the Asbestos Hazard Emergency Response Act (AHERA) was 
completed in the_- spring. The latter project required 
specifications and bids for work in air quality, removal and 
replacement or repair of pipe and boiler insulation and ceilings 
material in the buildings under the jurisdiction of the School 
Department. 


Through the efforts of Anne Finck, Special Education Director, 
a grant was received which allowed us to renovate the interior back 
portion of the "Old Gym" and, at the same time, build an exterior 
handicap ramp. As a result of the grant, we were able to establish 
an “in-house"™ program for severely handicapped students. We are 
most indebted to the Park and Recreation Department for their 
cooperation and encouragement in this effort. 


After failing to override Proposition 2-1/2 for an additional 
$250,000 in April, the Town Meeting, in May, accepted the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee and funded additional 
monies for several Town departments, including the _ School 
Department, by voting to use available funds from the "Free Cash 
Account". This positive action by the community avoided very 
serious financial problems for the School Department and again 
shows the value the citizens of Hadley hold for education. 


The FY'90 budget, as voted, stands at $2,659,428. The major 
increases occurred in fixed costs and Special Education. The costs 
for Special Education continue to spiral at an accelerated and 
alarming rate. This budget item is the least predictable, as 
transfer students, or those placed in the communities by the state 
agencies, or expanded services, are not known and, therefore, not 
accounted for in developing any new budget. Unless the current 
legislation dealing with Special Education is redefined in terms 
of "least restrictive", “maximum feasible benefit" and a clear 
definition of what Special Education is, the costs of these 
programs will continue to rise with the state taking less of a 
financial role each year. 


As we begin preparation for the FY'91 Budget, there are no 
rosy scenarios. The Commonwealth is in financial chaos which, in 
turn, puts added pressure on the cities and towns. Local aid has 
been cut and indications are that it may be reduced further in 
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FY'91. During the current year, it has been estimated that 
education has been cut one billion dollars throughout the 351 
cities and towns. Reduced state aid, staff layoffs, construction 
projections deferred, new or increased school fees, maintenance 
projects cut back or deferred and textbooks, supplies, etc. cut 
back, have contributed to this unhealthy climate. It is time for 
our state officials and Legislature to take the burden of “paying” 
for this financial crisis off the shoulders of the students of 
Massachusetts. 


It seems only fitting to remind ourselves that Education is 
an Investment, not an Expense. 


During the past year, our students continued to achieve high 
marks in the Basic Skills Testing Program, our Early Childhood 
Program is considered a model program in Western Massachusetts as 
we complete our third year, we were able to receive over $112,000 
in grants for the '89-'90 school year and 90% of the Class of ‘89 
went on to post-secondary education. There were several individual 
student and staff achievements as well as group awards and 
recognition. To all of you, congratulations on a job well done. 


To the many individuals, organizations, advisory councils, 
clubs and businesses who continue to offer their support, I say 
thank you. 


To the School Committee, administrators, teaching and support 
staff, students, parents, Town officials and departments, I 
acknowledge your continued support and cooperation.

The Athletic Boosters continued their support of Hopkins 
athletes, selling refreshments at home ball games, sponsoring the 
third mid-winter Basketball Festival for students and parents, with 
pizza and dancing for all participants, and donating new jackets 
to members of the girls' varsity basketball and softball teams when 
they won their League Championships. 


The class of 1989 purchased a second pay telephone which was 
installed in the hallway outside the cafetorium. 


The Parent Teacher Organization continued to print its monthly 
newsletter, "Chalktalk", keeping parents in the community informed 
about school activities and allowing the school to publicize the 
activities and accomplishments of its students and faculty. They 
again sponsored "Teacher Recognition Day” in late spring when they 
treated all staff members to breakfast and flowers. On the first 
day of school for teachers, the PTO sponsored a luncheon for staff 
members. Parents serve on many committees and chaperon field trips 
and dances; their support is truly appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


TO MR. RICHARD K. SULLIVAN, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY, HADLEY CITIZENS: 


The following report covers activities and programs of the 
Hadley Elementary Schools from January 1, 1989 to December 31, 
1989.

Our enrollment of 300 students this year constitutes a "grace 
period" in our growth. Thirteen eligible kindergartners did not 
attend this fall, opting for either full day private programs or 
an additional year of pre-school. These children will, of course, 
attend either kindergarten or first grade in the fall, and with the 
anticipated new kindergarten class enrollment of over 50 children, 
we will again need more than two half-day sessions. Planning for 
appropriate use of space and staff will continue to be a challenge. 


Programs 


The focus of our primary grades' curriculum continues to grow 
from faculty interest in whole language and math manipulative 
techniques, integrated with a wide exposure to good children's 
literature. Elementary teachers have had the opportunity to attend 
workshops, visit and observe other teachers adept at these methods, 
and design new, exciting integrated units for their own classrooms. 
Some of these developments were directly related to grant work with 
Dr. Barbara Fischer in 1988 and 1989, and the early grades received 
some monies for materials and workshops through the grant program. 
This is the same state grant that funds our model pre-school 
program. , 


An exciting off-shoot of this work was the program proposal 
titled, “Language, Logic and Laughter" submitted by first grade 
teacher Elizabeth Fydenkevez to the state-funded Lucretia Crocker 
Fellowship program. Out of hundreds of applicants statewide, Mrs. 
Fydenkevez was selected as one of 32 semi-finalists. She has 
presented her program to the Hadley staff and through the Regional 
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Department of Education office. We are most proud of her 
achievements. 


A committee of teachers, parents, students and administrators 
organized the successful Project HEART (Hadley Encourage All 
Reading Today), a sustained silent reading program that took place 
in March. For twenty minutes each day all students and staff in 
the Hadley schools stopped to read. The program has continued with 
some modifications in every classroom. Our goals have certainly 
been met and our students seem to have recaptured the joy of 
reading for pleasure. 


A small group of teachers worked with the Regional Laboratory 
Small Schools Network on the integration of critical thinking 
skills into the standard curriculum in conjunction with providing 
research data on how change occurs in small school districts. 
Additionally, the entire staff was introduced to conflict 
management and mediation techniques through work with the 
University of Massachusetts Mediation Project, and many chose to 
continue their training through a Commonwealth Inservice Institute 
Grant in the fall. 


Also begun in the fall were committees to review the 
elementary reading curriculum and social studies program with the 
goal of updating and infusing new techniques and materials. We 
have become part of a pilot Health and Fitness program through the 
University of Massachusetts Exercise Science Department. Our 
second, fourth and sixth graders are receiving additional 
instruction in fitness related topics during class and physical 
education times. The final report on this program will be 
completed in June 1990. 


Special Events 


Through the unlimited talents of Mr. Brian Sheehy, Mrs. 
Marjorie Strauss and Mrs. Susan Anzalotti, the second graders 
presented the opera, “Orfeo and Euridice” in June. A standing room 
only crowd packed the Old Gym as the students performed the story 
of these mythological characters in both English and Italian. It 
Was a superb program! 


School Improvement Council 


The elementary council was able to provide an interesting 
assortment of programs for the children throughout the year. In 
the fall, storyteller Carol Otis Hurst of Westfield enthralled 
every grade with her talents. A visit from Connecticut's “Opera 
to Order” provided an introduction to the big second grade show 
later in the year. Author and illustrator Eileen Christelow shared 
her skills with the students and generously autographed many copies 
of her books. Comedian Bob Stromberg delighted his audience with 
recollections of his childhood that focused on issues of self- 
esteem. And funds were provided for many trips and programs with 
the Hitchcock Center for the Environment in Amherst. With a great 
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decrease in this funding from the state, we will be exploring other 
ways to bring fine programs to our children to expand their contact 
with the fine arts. 


Special Gifts 


The Mothers' Club of Hadley continues to provide additional 
educational materials to the schools that would normally not be 
available through our tight budget. This year was no exception. 
At Hooker School, purchases included a VCR, electronic typewriter, 
science experiment materials unit and a health curriculum kit. At 
Russell School, gifts received were a P.C. viewer for the math 
computer program, a Franklin Spelling Ace machine, an Epson printer 
and reading merit incentives. Most appreciated by all teachers, 
though, were individual books to supplement the reading program. 
We all are greatly indebted to the Mothers’ Club and most 
appreciative of their demonstrated interest in Hadley's children. 


The Hadley P.T.O. ran very successful community activities for 
our children, including the "Walk for Fun” and "Santa's Secret 
Shop". And through the publication of “Chalktalk", the lines of 
communication between school and home remain open. P.T.O. also 
continues to organize collections for free items such as playground 
balls and computers for our children. 


Building Needs and Maintenance 


With the help of Mr. Norman Brown, much repair and renovation 
work was accomplished this year. The kindergarten room was divided 
to provide another class space, and the Old Gym office area was 
renovated for a Special Needs program. Carpeting was installed in 
the kindergarten and first grade rooms, and grades 3 and 4 and the 
office/teachers’ room at Russell School were repainted. Mr. Brown 
also rebuilt storage areas in the Hooker School basement. 


Following the annual building inspection in August, safety 
features at Hooker and Russell Schools were upgraded, including the 
installation of lighted exit signs and crash bars on exterior 
doors. 


Elementary School Building Committee 


The School Building Committee has begun its extensive work to 
plan for building a new elementary facility. A successful Open 
House was held in December to review our current over crowding 
situation and our short term solutions. The need for creative use 
of existing space and concrete long range plans for our growing 
elementary population will continue to be a focus of my work with 
the staff. It is most important, though, not to lose sight of the 
immediate needs of the children currently in school as we plan for 
the future.

I would like to thank the community and children for their 
continued support of our work in the public schools. The openness 
of your comments only helps me to address needs quickly and 
sincerely and make your child's time in school productive and 
enjoyable. 


Beyond this, though, I would like to thank the teachers of 
Hadley for their continued dedication. They are not content to 
maintain the status quo. They consistently expand their own 
learning and apply it directly in the classroom. Your teachers are 
the backbone of the elementary program and I am honored to work 
with them.

TO: THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY AND THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During 1989, the Hadley Police Department strived to meet the 
ever increasing demands for service from this department. With the 
continued growth in town, both residential and businesses, the 
Police Department will be forced to grow to meet the needs. 


In the past year, through the cooperation of the voters of 
Hadley, the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee, we were 
able to add one additional full time officer. This now brings our 
compliment of full time officers to three with an additional 
officer remaining on light duty status. 


In looking ahead, with the projected growth of businesses, 
houses and apartments, our traffic flow, especially on Rte 9 
remains an important problem. As I know there is no easy solution, 
we will attempt to manage this area with the use of an effective 
patrol. Our enforcement in motor vehicle regulations has continued 
to the best of our efforts. Monies collected through this avenue 
contributed to the $81,520.00 returned to the Town in revenue. 


With the growth of the Town, this department will soon be 
mandated to have its own lockup facilities. During the year, I 
have worked closely with committees in the study of a regional 
lockup. However, I feel Hadleys needs will exist prior to a 
regional lockup being built. As we continue to work out of two 
small rooms, the planning for a new facility should be initiated 
now. 


We closed our year with the tragic murder of a young woman. 
This event is an ever constant reminder that Hadley is experiencing 
the problems of larger areas and we need to recognize this. 

In closing, I wish to thank the dedicated members of my 
department, the citizens of Hadley and the area police departments 
for their support and assistance during 1989.

The Board of Health received the resignation of member Edward 
Walczak. We wish to thank Mr. Walczak for his years of service to 
the Town. As of November 1, 1989, the Board of Health and Board 
of Selectmen appointed David Farnham to finish out the Term. 


_ The Board is looking to the future to bring up the standards 
of inspection of restaurants, retail stores and any other facility 
that prepares, sell or handle food for sale. The numbers of such 
facilities number well over 60. We are exploring the possibility 
of joining a Regional Health District or contracting with a 
Certified Registered Sanitarian. All permit fees shall be reviewed 
on continuing basis so they should cover costs. 


The Board of Selectmen signed a 5 year lease with Duseau Waste 
Industries to operate the Transfer Station. The Board of Health 
only oversees the Rules and Regulations and negotiate the sticker 
fees with Duseau. 


At the previous Town Meeting the Town adopted a Mandatory 
Recycling By-Law requiring all to separate their glass, metals and 
newspapers before delivery to the transfer station. Duseau Waste 
Industries has full jurisdiction to enforce the Recycling By-Law 
if any one does not comply. 


Permits issued: Food Service - 67, Motels - 6, Removal of 
Garbage and Offal - 6, Disposal Installers - 8, Catering - 2, 
Bakeries - 5, Disposal Works Construction Works - 13, Milk Store -

Throughout the year, I have inspected cattle brought in from 
out of state. Cattle entered Hadley from Vermont, Virginia, 
Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania, New Hampshire and Ontario, 
Canada. 


I assisted the State Veterinarians with the rabies scare that 
arose in Town. This case turned out not to be rabies, but it 
enhances the need for people to CONTACT ME when an animal, wild or 
domestic is suspect. Rabies outbreaks are on the rise in New York, 
and it is just a matter of time before it moves east. 


On December 27, I began my annual farm animal inspections and 
census. I found all the animals within Town to be healthy and 
properly cared for.

Hadley is unique in that it provides for its community 
the services of a Registered Nurse who has acute care skills and 
hospital-based knowledge to assist during these changing times. 


The following are the 1989 statistics: 


Loan closet: Fifteen residents took advantage of our home 
care equipment. Commode, walkers and wheelchairs are the major 
items borrowed by residents. A shower chair has been added to our 
loan closet. Thank you to Mrs. Shirley Eaton for this very needed 
item. Contributions are always welcomed. 


Clients: Referral are received from physicians, hospitals, 
family members and patients themselves. An average of 30 people 
are seen monthly. 


Visits; Over 600 visits were made last year, representing 
acute care or health promotion. 


Invasive procedures: This category refers to services such 
as intravenous care, injections, catherizations and phlebotomy. 
An average of 8 residents a month require this care. 


Telephone calls: An average 3-4 calls are received a day. 
An answering machine was purchased by me so I can make my visits 
and receive and return calls promptly. 


Flu clinic: Over 200 Hadley residents attended the clinic in 
October. Thanks to Violet Peltz, Trish McEllegott, Delores Conway 
RN and Lauri Waite for another successful clinic. 


Diabetic screening: This clinic is sponsored by the Hadley 
COA the second Wednesday of a month except July and August for 7:30 
a.m. to 9:00 a.m. Those residents 55 years old and older are 
recommended to take advantage of this screening. Adult onset 
diabetis is insidious and spot checking of blood sugar levels 
alerts one to the need to see a physician. Please call me with any 
questions regarding this clinic. 


Finally, thank-you to the Board of Health for their continued 
support. Have a healthy 1990.

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1989 REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HADLEY: 


WETLANDS PROTECTION. During 1989, the commission's workload 
under the state wetlands protection act continued to increase. 
Because the law requires conservation review of any project which 
could alter a wetland, river bank, or floodplain, the commission 
must consider virtually every building request within the town. 
Usually, this involves a site visit, several public hearings, and 
issuance of Orders of Conditions, Determinations of Applicability, 
for the access road, buildings, parking, etc. The project 
proposals are becoming larger and more complicated. The commission 
now is required to study the value of wetlands for wildlife 
habitat, as well as flood control, groundwater, and water quality. 


More than 20 site inspections were made by the commission for 
proposed commercial enterprises and housing subdivisions. The 
University of Massachusetts, with land located in Hadley, required 
additional site inspections for the following proposed projects: 
the Arena/Convocation Center; Child Care Center; Cold Storage 
Facility; New Power Plant; Solar Heat Panels for heating the arena; 
building for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service; and the Young 
Meadow Farm. 


DRAINAGE PROBLEMS. At the request of the Board of Selectmen, 
the commission visited 6 sites where complaints had been received 
by the Board of water backup and flooding. It was determined the 
problems were not caused in wetland areas but were due to surface 
water flooding because landowners had neglected to maintain and 
keep ditches open. 


NEW NOTICE OF INTENT (NOI) FILING FEES. After a series of 


hearings during the summer, the wetland regulations pertaining to 
Notice of Intent filing fees were amended. These changes were 
necessitated by Chapter 287, Section 54 of the ACTS of 1989 which 
amended the Wetlands Protection Act to provide that fifty percent 
of any NOI filing fee in excess of twenty-five dollars shall be 
made payable to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the remainder 
shall be payable to the city or town. Chapter 287 requires that 
the local portion of these fees “shall be expended solely by the 
local conservation commission for the performance of its duties". 


AGRICULTURAL PRESERVATION RESTRICTION PROGRAM (APR). No new 
applications were filed during 1989 under the APR Program. Since 


the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is in the midst of a financial 
crisis, all state agencies and programs, including the APR Program, 
have been affected at some level. The APR Program had to cut back 
on its administrative costs, including appraisers and engineers.

The state did, however, complete the purchase of two farms during 
June: (1) Application filed January 4, 1983. A 50-acre dairy 
farm owned by John and Mary Kelley. The state paid $250,000. (2) 
Application filed February 5, 1986. A 50-acre vegetable farm (Twin 
Oaks Farms) owned by Lucy Matuszko and farmed by Edwin Matuszko and 
Linda Kingsley. The state paid $250,000. 


LAND ACQUISITION. Over 34 acres on River Drive in Hadley were 
donated by Elizabeth Huntington Dyer, in memory of Henry Barrett 
Huntington, to The Nature Conservancy. It has been proposed that 
The Kestrel Trust hold the land and The Nature Conservancy the 
restrictions. Currently, the land is leased for hay. 


The Kestrel Trust was founded in 1970. It is a nonprofit 
conservation organization that serves Amherst, Belchertown, Granby, 
Hadley, Leverett, Pelham, Shutesbury, South Hadley, and Sunderland. 
It helps to acquire, preserve, and manage wildlife habitat areas, 
noteworthy natural features, water resource areas, parklands, and 
informal outdoor recreation sites. To enable the Trust to serve 
the conservation needs of Amherst and surrounding’ towns, 
representatives from the Conservation Commissions of the nine towns 
serve as trustees. Michael A. Pewatka is the Trustee representing 
Hadley's Conservation Commission and was instrumental in keeping 
Huntington Meadows as open space. 


RESIGNATIONS AND APPOINTMENTS. William Baker, a member since 
1980, chose not to be reappointed when his term expired. During 
his tenure he was an active and dedicated member. A successor has 
yet to be appointed. 


CONCLUSION: The Hadley Conservation Commission appreciates 
the help and support it received from the many Town Officials; the 
Department of Environmental Protection; the Department’ of 
Environmental Management; the Kestrel Trust; and the Amherst 
Conservation Commission.

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1989 REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN, AND CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


During the year 1989, the Hadley Council on Aging offered 
sixty and over in this community, services that intended to meet 
the needs of this population and to improve the quality of life for 
these persons by providing means by which they could remain active 
and independent in the community. The services included 
transportation, information and referral, health clinics, 
educational programs, volunteer opportunities, leisure activities 
and other human services. The C.0O.A.'s purpose is to assess the 
needs of the 60 and over population and to work with and develop 
elder programs that address and advocate for these needs as well 
as to increase positive awareness of the Hadley population. 


Program and Activities 
Providing free van transportation is one of the most 


frequently used services the C.0O.A. offers. In the beginning, it 
was solely used for the Meal Site only, as the years passed by they 
added shopping, doctors and hair appointments. The C.0.A. provided 
5,500 units of transportation to 200 elders by transporting them 
to various appointments. With the P.V.T.A. van and the lift, we 
are allowed to take handicapped elders and has been a great 
advantage for the C.0O.A. All persons 60 and older should arrange 
to use these available services. We thank Agnes Scanlon, Edward 
Walczak and Walter Piziak for providing committed services as our 
van drivers. 


Meals and Nutrition 

Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. provide a daily 
congregate lunch available to people 60 and older. The nutrition 
site is located at the Golden Court community hall. Home delivery 
is also available for those who are unable to come to the nutrition 
site. Every senior citizen is entitled to participate in the hot 
meal program. We thank Violet Peltz, H.V.E.S. nutrition site 
director and Agnes Scanlon and Doris Molitoris for their community 
contribution in helping to serve the meals. 


Brown Bag Program 
This project offers a bag of groceries to each elder household 


once a month by the Western Massachusetts Food Bank. Participation 
in the program is subject to income eligibility guidelines. Many 
thanks to the people who give of their time on distribution day 
every third Thursday of each month. 


Health Program 
Blood pressure clinics are held the first Friday of each month 


(except in July and August). We thank Twega Fill for her services 
each month to record blood pressure and pulse. Many thanks to our 
Town Nurse Patricia Osip, plus the help of Nellie Frankevich and 
Sophie Filkoski who have worked on the clinic. 
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Senior Glucose Clinic for Sugar 


Held second Wednesday of the month. All seniors can and 
should come to be tested. Diabetes is a most serious disease and 
it can show up any time in your life. Perhaps all of us have a 
fear of finding out. Special thanks to Patricia Osip for her 
services. 


Hearing Test Clinic 
As for previous years there are very few participating. These 


tests are free and should be important to our senior citizens. 


Eye Clinic 
Thanks to the Community Eye Care, a special van comes to 


Golden Court. In October 1989 we had around 50 senior citizens 
participating. There were some elders that were offered additional 
services. Serious problems could arise with a persons sight before 
they realize what is happening. Take advantage of the Eye Clinic. 


Energy 
The Hampshire County Action Commission provided the training 


to the Program Coordinator to do intake for those interested in 
applying for Fuel Assistance. The Fuel Assistance Program also 
provides the C.0.A. office with energy conservation information. 


Income Tax Services 

There were 25 senior citizens who were helped with the 
assistance of Mr. John Aldrich from the American Association of 
Retired Persons. Thank you John for doing a tremendous job for our 
elders. 


Hadley C.0.A. Newsletter 


A monthly newsletter is a major source of information for all 
programs to Hadley residents 60 and older. The Senior Citizens 
Publishing, Inc. of Boston prints the newsletter for twelve months 
and the D.E.A. giving us the monies for postage to mail out the 
newsletter. The C.0O.A. mails out 745 or more each month for 
residents 60 years of age or older. 


Leisure Services 
Crafts Classes were held every Monday afternoon (except June, 
July and August). Thirty participated at each session. Funds 
for the instructor are given by H.V.E.S. Community Grant 
Awards. We thank Twega Fill for her dedication to the craft 
classes. 
Qil Painting Our thanks to Mary Hitchcock for her instructing 
the class. Mary is doing a marvelous job. 
Bingo The bingo games are held Tuesday (except parts of June, 
July and August). Our many thanks to Rosario Beaudoin and 
Fred Mastendino for doing the calling. If we had a Senior 
Citizens Center we could offer more programs. With no Center 
it is impossible. The C.0O.A. has been trying to find a 
location. We thank the Housing Authority for allowing us to 
use the facilities at Golden Court. 
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Funding 
The C.0O.A. operates its programs on monies’ appropriated 


through the Town, Department of Elder Affairs, Highland Valley 
Elder Services and P.V.T.A. We thank these resources for their 
support. 


Community Networks 
The C.0O.A. participates in the Western Massachusetts 


Association of Council on Aging, M.C.O.A. and a community focal 
point for Highland Elder Services. 


Volunteers 

There were a numerous amount of people who participated in the 
above programs. We can always use more volunteers to serve our 
senior citizens. 


Town Forum 

October 19, 1989, the Hadley Council on Aging sponsored a Town 
Forum for the senior citizens of Hadley. It was held at the First 
Congregational Church. Over 100 Hadley elder citizens attended. 
There were representatives from Federal, State, County and Local 
government attending. Refreshments and social hour was held 
following the speakers. Robert Renyhart, Vice Chairman of the 
C.0O.A., planned and organized this informative evening. Bob spent 
many hours arranging for the guest speakers, planning the agenda 
and invitations, and making sure all the tasks were completed by 
his committee. The special Town Forum for elders proved that there 
are needs to be met for our Senior Citizens in Hadley. 


In conclusion, the members of the Hadley Council on Aging wish 
to thank the Board of Selectmen and all other Town Departments for 
their cooperation for making the C.0O.A. a success.

1989 TOWN REPORT 


The Hadley Park Commission enjoyed a year of increasing 
enrollments in all of our programs offered to the citizens of 
Hadley. We were able to do this with help from the George Edwards 
Fund. By using the interest money from this fund, we are able to 
buy the fuel needed to keep the Old Hopkins Gymnasium open and 
therefore have a place to run our program as well as keep the 
elementary physical education classes in the Old Gym. 


Our summer camp was held from July 10 to August 18. Laurel 
Moore of Hadley returned as Camp Director this year for the pre-K 
through 4th grade camp held at the Old Hopkins Gym. Campers 
participated in various activities such as arts and crafts and 
sports, as well as having special in-camp events. Campers also 
went miniature golfing and bowling once a week. 


Local Hopkins Academy students, as well as people from outside 
the community were hired as camp counselors. 


Monica Boucher was back for her seventh year as Camp Director 
for the 3 and 4 year old camp held at the Hooker School 
Kindergarten room. This six-week program is popular with the 
little ones who want to go to camp like their big brothers and 
sisters. 


Monica had Beth Kelley and Julie Holden provide assistance 
with her program. They did a great job! Both the camps met each 
day from 9:00 a.m: to 12:00 p.m. for six weeks. 


In September, our soccer program was held. This year we were 
fortunate to have Kathy and Dyer Cook, parents of two of our 
participants, coach this popular sport. They were assisted by 
other volunteer parents. The older players were involved in a 
league this year that played other local teams. They ended the 
season with a jamboree in Granby. 


In November, our men's evening basketball program began and 
continued twice a week until May. Ron Blajda of Hadley was in 
charge of this program that usually has 20 to 25 men playing at a 
time. : 


Also offered this year was coed volleyball. Phil West of 
Hadley organized this program which continues to fill the gym twice 
weekly. 


Once again we, along with the Hampshire Regional YMCA, offered 


an aerobics class two nights a week. We have seen an increased 
enrollment this year. 
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The Youth Basketball Program was held on Saturdays. The boys 
team began on January 6. The girls began on February 3. They 
practiced the fundamentals of basketball and played against each 
other. The boys also had a travel team. Fred Ciaglo (the Hopkins 
boys varsity coach) was again in charge this year. Assisted by 
some of the Hopkins Varsity team members. The girls coaches were 
Paula Seward and Erin Splaine. Both women had lots of experience 
coaching youth athletic teams. Also this year, we helped sponsor 
the 5th and 6th grade girl's basketball team. With coaching help 
from Kathy and Dyer Cook of Hadley, they joined the Suburban League 
and played many games both at “home” and at schools around Western 
Massachusetts. The girls have been working very hard! 


On February 17th our gymnastics program began. Deb Sheehy, 
a teacher at U Mass, was hired to plan and teach it. Fifty 
children attended. They were able to use several pieces of 
gymnastics equipment. She also had them do some dance and movement 
activities. 


Our annual Easter festivities were held in the Old Gym in 
April. Approximately 100 girls and boys enjoyed games and goodies. 
A popular feature was our Easter egg coloring event. The Easter 
bunny came and awarded prizes and candy. A magician performed. 


In May, we introduced a new program, T-ball for children in 
pre-school through ist grade. Parents of these youngsters coached 
and cheered them on to a season of fun and excitement. 


During May and June and through the month of September, our 
department is also in charge of maintaining the Lassie and Little 
League ball fields. Ignace Waskiewicz is in charge of the mowing 
and liming as well as general maintenance of these fields and as 
always, did a fine job for us. 


The tennis court at Zatyrka Field is maintained by us and 
continues to be well used. 


We enjoy planning programs for the youth and adults in Hadley. 
The Old Hopkins Gym is being used more and more. We will continue 
to do our best to offer as many recreational opportunities to the 
citizens of Hadley.

TO THE CITIZENS OF HADLEY: 


The Historical Commission has held 15 regular meetings, 3 
special meetings, reviewed 9 site plans and attended hearings when 
appropriate. A few members have attended Preservation Planning 
workshops in Boston and Chicopee. Monica Pearson is our 
representative on the Town's Growth Management Study Committee. 
Susan Sheridan resigned from the Commission and was replaced by 
Jeanne West. 

The Commission was pleased to cooperate in the celebration of 
Hadley Community Day by offering guided tours of West Street. 
Walking Tour Guides were on sale for the benefit of the Town 
treasury. Additional copies are available from the Town Clerk. 

Applications for National Register status were submitted to 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission. These were developed with 
the assistance of the Pioneer Valley Planning Commission and are 
for North Hadley and Hockanum. The latter is in a new category, 
“Man's Interaction with Rural Landscapes" which may become a model 
for other towns. Revisions on both applications are to be made 
before submission to Washington. 

The application for National Register status for the Center 
of Hadley is still pending in the office of the National Park 
Service. 

An application to the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities for a grant to publish a booklet to assist home owners 
in restoring and repairing older homes was rejected. 

Aerial and surface photographs of our open space is being 
carried out to serve as a permanent historical documentary and as 
a basis for a public presentation. 

The first of several informational meetings was held in August 
to which all West Street home owners were especially invited. The 
purpose was to share West Street's unique history, concerns for the 
future, and possible methods for protection and preservation. 

A project funded by the Commission will be carried out in the 
spring and early summer when an attempt will be made by two 
professional archaeologists to locate the site of Hadley'‘s colonial 
palisade. 

The Commission appreciates the cooperation of Town officers, 
boards and citizens. Suggestions for additional projects for the 
appreciation and preservation of Hadley's heritage are welcome.

Resources of the Bookmobile and Interlibrary Loan have been 
utilized, which greatly helps our small library of about 5000 
books. Ninety-seven new books, cassettes with books, and videos 
have been added this year. This is the 88th year that the North 
Hadley Library has occupied a room in the Village Hall.

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GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT 


The library experienced another successful year of growing and 
serving the community. Our hours remained the. same 10:00 to 4:00 
p-.m., Monday - Friday, plus Tuesday evening 6:00 to 8:00 p.m. A 
total of 13,678 books, magazines, records, tapes and videos were 
circulated through 1989. That is a continued increase over the 
last four years. 


We were able to add 740 new books, videos and records to our 
collection, which keeps us very competitive with the larger 
libraries surrounding us. This year we began to offer our own 
videos. We purchased over 60 quality videos available for free 
for two days. The Western Massachusetts Regional Library helps to 
better our offering by providing books, records and videos every 
six weeks and movies weekly. 


A record breaking Summer Reading club was held this year. 
Participating were 104 children, reading 591 books. Tom McCabe, 
The Storyteller, Beth Katz, Puppeteer, Love Your Library, added to 
the incentive.
